George presents the Republican leaders 
with a clean slate’: He wipes out, with 
an amicable gesture, the long corre- 
spondence which had drifted so far frem 
its initial purpose. He proposes “another 
determined effort to explore every possi- 
bility of a settlement by personal discus- 
sion.”’ The letter concludes with a fresh 
invitation to a conferente in London on 
the 11th October. The Sinn Fein delegates 
will be received as s en of the 
majority of the Irish people, and the 
conference will try to ascertain “how the 
association of Ireland with the community 
of nations known as the British Empire 
may best be reconciled with Irish national 
aspirations.” 

In his letter of the 17th September 
Mr. de Valera said: “Serely you must 
understand that we can only recognise 
ourselves for what we are.” After all, 
nobody can prevent Mr. de Valera, 
or any other person, from “recognising - 
himself as anything that he may 
fancy himself to. be. The Prime 
Minister leaves the matter at that. His 
‘invitation is qualified only with a written 
statement and an umwritten condition. 
The statement is that in no concejvable 
circumstances can the British Government 
admit Republican Ireland's claim to be 
an independent and sovereign State. The 
unwritten condition is that Mr. dé Vglera 
shall make no formal repetition, of. this 
claim as 4° preliminary to conference. The 
terms of the present offer reduce Sinn 
Fein’s objection to the mere shadow of a 
punctilio. Mr. de Valera has told us that 
he desires to set the conferénce on “a 
basis of truth and reality.’’ . The truth and 
reality are that a conférence which should 
‘begin with an assertion of the full. Re- 
publican claim would be dissolved in an 
hour. A conference at which that claim 
is not asserted may hope, with statesman- 
ship and good-will on either side, to secure 
an end of the long quarrel between the 
two countries on conditions satisfactory 
to both. Mr. de Valera is required to 
concede now something which, in any case, 
must be conceded on the llth October if 
an Irish settlement is to become possible at 
all. We cannot believe that he will reject 
Mr. Lloyd George’s invitation. It is the last 
word of a unanimous British Government. 
It compels him to choose between the 
alternatives of peace and war. It requires 
from him no statement or re-statement of 

, He make conference certain 
to-day by telegraphing to Gairloch the two 
words, “ I aceept.’” 

The Unionists of Southern and Western 
Ireland have kept silence during the peace 
“negotiations. Their silence does not mean 
that they are satisfied with the political 
outlook. For them, as for all their fellow- 
countrymen, the renewal of civil warfare 
would spell ruin. On the other hand, 
they find in recent events no encourage 
ment to suppose that their interests would 
be strictly guarded at a peace conference 
or that Ireland would be a happy and 
prosperous country under any settlement 
that might émerge from conference. Sinn 
Fein has not impressed Southern Unionists 
by its conduct of public affairs. It has 
not convinced them that it possesses either 
the temper or the experience which the 
science of government demands. On ‘he 
contrary, it has given them substantia] 
cause for fear that under self-government 
their interests would suffer—not, perhaps, 
through any deliberate injustice, but as a 
result of the clash. of. Aine. Fein, idealism 
with the hard. facts of life. For Southern 
Unionists fhe conference, if.it is held, 
will be the starting-point of a néw set of 
troubles and anxieties. Civil strife will 
have been averted, but their whole future 
will lie on the knees of a tribunal on which 
they will not be represented, and which, 
through ignorance or indifference; may 
show little regard to their claims upon 
Ireland and on the British Government. 
For them, indeed, the conference must 
be, in the most favourable circumstances, 
a dangerous gamble. A settlement which | 
Parliament and the British people might 
approve would not be necessarily a settle- 
ment under which Irish minorities could 
be free and unharassed. In this matter, 
however, Southern Unionists have sub- 
ordinated their fears and desires to the 
common welfare. They hope that Sinn 
Fein will accept the Prime Minister's 
invitation, not for their sake or for its 
own, but for Ireland's. Since their sacri- 
fice in the cause of peace is far greater 
than any which Mr. de Valera is asked 
to make, their voice is»entitled to be heard 
at this crucial moment in their country’s 
history.

Road and Rail. 

Are the railways indispensable? A few 
years ago the question would have been 
ridiculous, but at the moment it happens 
to be very pertinent. On last Tuesday a 
strike on‘the Great Southern and Western 
Railway completely paralysed the services 
of one of Ireland’s most important systems. 
Traffic of all kinds stopped in its stride. 
An article which we print to-day describes 
how quickly the public has been able to 
command an alternative means of trans- 
port. Hardly had the trains ceased to 
‘run when the roads began to hum with 
motor traffic. Passenger services by coach 
-and..car were organised with admirable 
enterprise, and lorries of all sorts and 
sizes were placed at the disposal of 
merchants for the transport of their goods. 
Regular road services are running now 
between Dublin, Cork, and Limerick, and 
towns like Thurles, which serve as junc- 
tions on the lines of route, are enjoying 
an unaccustomed feast of business. Despite 
the fact that the organisers of the road 
services have had very little time to make 
their arrangements, they have managed 
already to take the edge off the railway- 
men's sword. Will the Irish railwaymen 
never recognise that the public is heartily 
sick of their strikes? The longer the 
present stoppage lasts, the. more tflicient 
will road transport be certain to become ; 
end when traders begin to appreciate the 
advantages of being able to send their 
goods direct from the place of production 
to the consumer's hall-door they will be 
loth to return to the more cumbersome 
methods of the railways. The strikers are 
indulging in the foolish old game of 
sawing off the branch which is supporting 
them. It is high time that they should 
learn more sense. 


Woman’s Work. 


Trish women will be very much in- 
terested in the remarks of Mrs. Olive 
Strachey at the Women’s Congress in 
Sheffield yesterday. No country ‘suffers 
more than Ireland from bad housing con- 
ditions, and Mrs. Straehey’s proposal is 
that in the future women shal] make a 
study of house construction and play a 
part not only in the management, but in 
the actual building, of their own houses. 
Everybody in Ireland has experienced the 
inconveniences of living in a house in 
which the dining-room is separated from 
the kitchen by a flight of stairs, the bath- 


rooms, and pantries and cupboards seem 
to have been arranged in such a way as 
to give a mazimum of trouble to all who 
want to use them. If women’s expert ad- 
vice were placed at the disposal of 


i builders, how differently houses would be 


built! It stands to reason that women 
have a more personal interest in the design 
of a house than mere men, and, with the 
necessary technical knowledge which Mrs. 
Strachey’s plan would give them, they un- 
doubtedly would do a great deal to 
establish domestic architecture on a 
really economic basis. “ Basement’’ and 
“jerry-built’’ houses would get short 
shrift; the kitchen no longer would be 
the poor relation of the study and the 
boudoir, but, as in Germany, would 
become a full equal in the family of 
rooms ; and comfort would not be sacri- 
ficed to appearance. Housewives through- 
out the Kingdom will give their whole- 
hearted support to Mrs. Strachey’s scheme. 
The day may not be far distant when 
no house will be allowed to be built until 
its specifications have received the nihil 
obstat of the female sex.

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The Prime Minister s anxiously awaited 
telegram ‘to Mr. de Valera arrived at the 
Dublin Mansion House shortly before one 
o'clock yesterday, and a couple of hours 
later the text was in the hands of the 
people. 

The tone and temper of the note were 
the subject of much favourable comment 
during the afternoon, and the general im- 
pression appeared to be that the Sinn 
Fein leaders will accept this new offer 
of a conference. 

fhe following is the text of the 
message :— + 
“Gairloch, 11.25. O.H.M.S. 

“Eamon de Valera, Esq., Mansitn 
House, Dublin. 

“ Six,—His Majesty's Government 
have given close and earnest considera- 
tion to the correspondence which has 
passed between us since their invitation 
to you to send delegates to a conference 
at Inverness. Sy 

“In spite of their sincere desire for 
peace, and in spite of the more concilia- 
tory tone'of your last communication, 
they cannot enter a conference upon the 
basis of this correspondence.  . 

“ Notwithstanding your personal as- 
surance to the contrary, which they 
much appreciate, it might be argued in 
future that the acceptance of a confer- 
ence on this basis had involved them in 
a recognition which no British Govern- 
ment can accord. On this point they 
must guard themselves against any pos- 
sible doubt. 

“There is no purpose to be served’ by 
any further interchange of explanatory 
and argumentative communications upon 
this subject. 

“The position taken up by His 
Majesty's Government is fundamental 
to the existence of th® British Empire, 
and they cannot alter it. 

“My colleagues and I remain, how- 
ever, keenly anxious to make, in co- 
operation with your delegates, another 
determined effort to explore every possi- 
bility of settlement by personal dis- 
cussion. 

“The proposals which we have already 
made have been taken by the whole 
world as proof that our endeavours for 
reconciliation and settlement are no 
empty form, and we feel that confer- 
ence, not correspondence, is the most 
practical and hopeful way to an under- 
standing such as we ardently desire to 
achieve. ; 

“We, therefore, send you herewith a

ROADS ALIVE WITH TRAFFIC, 

Though to most people the railway strike is 
an ill wind, it blows strongly in favour of the 
motor industry. The demand for motor vehicles 
of all kinds to circumyent the inconveniences 
caused by the strike is enormous, and serves to 
draw attention to the possibilities of this traffic 
in.

A trip by road from Dublin southwards is 
‘ust now an unique experience. The city streets 

ave scarcely been left behind when one finds 
oneself in a stream of motor traffic. Chars-<a- 
bancs, lorries, taxi-cabs, private motors, and 
every contraption, in fact, in the way of motor 

ehicles have been pressed into service to meet 
The present needs of travellers, and as one 
ts further South the line ts longer and 
icker. Kildare towns like Naas and Athy 
provide their quota, and then further on one 
meets the traffic serving Carlow and Queen's 
County. 

Converging roads are busy outlets for the 
smaller towns, and when one approaches the 
Tipperary borders the current of traffic coming 
northwards becomes gradually greater.

The Meteorological © is compiling data 
of the breaking of wa and of the ~ ó oily 
swell of the ocean when breakers are absent. 

All round the odagt of Great Britain ckilled 
watchers aré the character of waves 
and the manner in which they break, sending 
the results of their observations to the 
Meteorological Office at the Air Miriistry. When 
the waves quiescent the watcher re- 


ports the amount of swell on the ocean surface. 

It is hoped by carefully comparing these ob- 
servations with the strength and direction of 
the wind to determine accurately what effect 
winds of certain strength have on the move-

HOW HIS INTEREST WAS 
AROUSED.

“ Shakespeare's Knowledge of Ireland’’ was the 
subject of a very interesting lecture delivered 
by the Right Hon. Sir Plunket Barton at a 
meeting of the Dublin Branch of the British 
Empire Shakespeare Society yesterday. 

Among those from whom apologies were re- 
ceived were General Sir Nevil Macready and 
the Provost of Trinity College. 

Sir Plunket Barton thanked the members of 
the Society for having done him the honour of 
electing him their President, in succession to 
such eminent Shakespearean scholars as Pro- 
fessor Dowden, Judge Madden, Dr. Starkie, and 
Professor Trench. He announced that during 
the coming winte r at least three lectures would 
be given, and they hoped also to produce 
‘\Henry IV.,” the two parte being condensed 
into one by Professor Trench. 

Shakespeare’s attention, said the President, 
was very seldom drawn directly to.

In the Wars of the Roses the 
Geraldines and the majority of the Irish nobiles 
and chiefs were on the side of the White Rose. 
Ormonde was almost the only one who fought 
and fell for the Red Rose. In the play of 
ye VI.” he is mentioned among the 
wounded at the battle of St. Albans under his 
English title of Earl of Wiltshire. In the play 
of “ Henry VIII.” there was a reference to the 
hostility of Cardinal Woleey to the tenth Earl 
of Kildare, Viceroy of Ire , whose tragical 
career e im the Tower, where he died of a 
broken heart, while his five brothers and his 
son, Silken Thomas, were executed at Tyburn. 


SHAKESPEARE’S INTEREST IN IRELAND. 


More interesting than these historical refer- 
ences was Shakespeare's knowledge of the Ire- 
land of his day. He became anas in 
terested in Ireland in 1599, when his fiend and 
patron, Lord Southampton, went thither as an 
officer in Lord Essex’s expedition against Hugh 
O’Neill, Earl of Tyrone. The expedition ended 
in the disgrace of Essex, and to his execu- 
tion and to the imprisonment of Southampton 
for life. Shakespeare followed these events 
with deep interest. In “ Henry V.” he alluded 
to Essex’s departure and foreshadowed his 
triumphant return. In his next play, “* Much 
Ado About Nothing,” he alluded to the ex- 
pedition which was then im progress. He was 
nearly impli in his friend’s ruin, because 
one of his plays, “King Richard I1.,” was 
acted by their followers in order to excite 
the people against the Goverument. From 


this time he ceased to praise Queen Elizabeth, 
and he remained out of Royal favour until the 
succession of James L, whe immediately re- 
leased and pardoned Southampton and ap- 
pointed Shakespeare’s company to be the King’s 
own actors. James ambitioned a closer link 
bet ween land, Scotland, and Ireland, and 
it was in eWpport of this policy that ye "— 
inserted a new scene in the old play of Henry 
V., introducing an English, a Scottish, an Irish, | 
and a Welsh eoldier as types of the ing é con- | 
lomerate army.

APPRECIATION IN IRELAND. 


Ever since Shakespeare's day his plays had 
been appreciated in Ireland. During the two. 
centuries following his death they were per- 
formed in Dublin at least two thousand five 
hundred times. The most popular were | 
Hamlet, Richard UL, Othello, and Romeo) 
and Juliet. Next to these came the Mer- | 
chant of Venice, King Lear, Tempest, and | 
King Henry IV. Some of the finest inter- | 
preters of the plays had been Irish actors and | 
actresses, such Macklin, Macready, Peg 

amy, Perdita Robinson, 
i h Farren, Elizabeth 
O'Neill, and Barry Sullivan. —In the eighteenth 
century Shakespeare's dramas were frequently 
performed by amateurs. One of the best 
amateur actors of that class was Lord Edward 
FitzGerald, who played Cymbeline at Shane's 
Castle about fifteen years before his tragic end. 
Among the foremost commentators on Shakes 
peare were etch Irishmen as Malone, Dowden, 
and Madden. In recent years Shakespeare 
had been less frequently acted in Dublin than 
formerly. The city had been passing through 
one of the most troubled eras of its history 
This Society was to be congratulated upon the 
perseverance with which they had etriven at 
such a time to keep alive in their native city 
the study and appreciation of Shakespeare.

SOLVED AFTER 18 MONTHS. 


After nearly eighteen months, the mystery of 
an extremely brutal murder has been accid:

FINANCE AND SALES OF GAS. 

The sales of gas, both to ordinary and pre- 
payment consumers, were down when compared 
with the corresponding period last year, by ap- 
proximately 5 per cent.

On the whole, however, the total sales had
